We  ^aw  the  Sera^lin, 
where  the  wnmeii's  (|uarters  formerly  were;  and,  by  special  per- 
mit, visited  the  'IVeastiry.  where  there  arc  some  of  the  most 
inaj,'iiit"ieent  jewel-  in  the  world,  and  of  fabtilon-  value.  The 
Throne  of  one  of  the  Sitltati<.  enclo-ed  in  a  ijla---  ca>e.  is  made 
partl\-  of  niotlRT-of-pearl.  inlai<!  with  diaiuond>  and  rubies; 
-u-pendeil  over  it  i-  an  enorniou-  emerald.  larj,'er  than  the  |>alm 
of  one'-  hand.  Then  there  i-  the  throne  of  another  Sultan, 
which  was  caiitured  from  one  of  the  ShalT^  of  Persia  400  years 
;i^o.  of  beaten  j^old,  inlaid  with  ]X'arls,  emerald-  and  rubies;  it 
is  of  ex(|uisitc  workinansliip.  In  a  sticcession  nf  glass  cases  we 
-aw  life  size  figures  of  pa-t  Sultan-,  in  the  co-tume<  they  wore, 
riehlx'  ornamentod  with  jewel<  :  each  one  had  a  ma-sive  white 
turban,  with  up-tanding  aigrette.  decorate<l  with  cla<p-  and 
brooche-  of  the  largest  and  tiio-t  brilliant  rubie-.  diamonds, 
anil  emeralds.  We  also  saw  strings  and  ropes  of  pearls,  IkhvIs 
of  rubies,  circlet-  of  the  mo-t  dazzling  diamonds,  and  coffee 
cuji-  of  silver,  encru-ted  with  diamond'^  and  emeralds;  it  was 
a  -cene  of  b;irbaric  -ii'endour.  and  renunded  le  of  the  -tories 
in  the  'Arabian   Xights.' 

We  found  the  Museum  very  interesting,  containing  ctirios 
of  various  kinds,  magniticint  sculptures,  and  elaborate  marble 
-arcophagi.  Amongst  the  tine-t.  wa-  the  one  related  to  be  the 
Tomb  of  .Alexander  the  (^reat  and  his  family.  The  carvings 
;ire  exquisite,  and  represent  a  battle.  .Mexander  is  (lei)ictcfl  on 
a  fine  horse,  and  in  close  contest  with  Darius  the  Persian  ; 
there  are  many  other  warriors,  and  the  faces  arc  wonderful, 
chi-elled  out  of  the  finest  white  marble,  which  is  delicately 
tinted  in  some  places,  as  the  Oeeks  were  wont  to  use  colour, 
in  some  instances,  to  g-  .e  greater  appearance  of  reality  to  many 
of  their  finest  sculjiture-.  We  visited  the  Library,  and  saw  the 
Tlifonc  Room,  and  the  Throne  itself,  which  is  like  a  large 
draped  platform,  with  many  gorgeous  rugs,  and  cushion^,  on 
which  the  Sultan  reclines.  Outside  is  the  Court  of  the  Atn- 
hassador<,  and  through  a  window  they  can  see,  and  be  seen,  by 
the  Sultan. 

We  next  visited  the  Mosque  of  St.  Sophia,  and  before 
entering  had  to  put  large  felt  slippers  over  our  boots,  as  the

JFRICHO.  THF.  DEAD  SEA.  AN'D  THE  JORDAN. 

(~»!;  a  line  bright  morning,  at  7  o"cl<H:k.  we  «tarte<l  off  in 
carriasri"'  tor  our  drive  to  Jericho.  The  country  i*  very  nioun- 
'ain-ni-i.  and  primitive  con<Iition.-  «till  prevail:  no  home-  or 
farm*  alontj  the  way.  but  we  met  many  U'lmad^:  some  Arab-, 
-ome  .*^yriait*.  all  apparently  in  poverty,  garbed  in  rags.  ri>'.ing 
pack  hor<e?.  or  donkey*,  and  leading  train*  of  camel*.  Thi* 
road  i*  *ti!I  a  d.angerraj*  one  to  travel,  on  account  of  the  many 
fierce  and  lawle**  men  'u  the  di*trict.  and  without  an  e*cort 
would  be  mo*t  unsafe.  However,  tiiere  wa*  quite  a  large  party 
of  u*.  and  cur  Dragoman  wa*  *ufRcient  in  him*elf  to  in*pire 
terror  in  the  heart*  of  almost  anyone,  no  matter  how  ferocious. 
H\>  name  wa*  Selah.  and  he  was  dressed  in  a  Syrian  costume 

■  n'  braiiled  blue  cloth,  with  a  folded  turban  anil  tarbooche  on 
his  heatl.  He  wa*  *i\  feet-four  in  height,  and  wa*  armed  with 
pi*toIs.  and  when  we  were  annoyed  by  the  con*tant  cry  of 

•  nackshee*h..'  hi*  threatening  a*pect.  anil  his  loud  voice,  were 

•  luite  *ufncient  to  drive  <-'Ur  persecutor*  away.  Tr  u*  he_  wa* 
a*  gentle  a*  a  lamb,  most  obliging,  and  he  *p«:ike  Engli*h  fairly 
we'.l.  ra**ed  the  "  Inn  of  the  G<->od  Samaritan."  an-l  a  little  fiir- 
thcr  along  the  road  the  sixn  wa*  shown  us  where  the  man  fell 
anv'Ug  thieve*.  Tho*c  who  are  respx^nsible  for  the  locating  of 
places  mentioned  in  Scripture,  a*  the  *p*)ts  w  here  certain  event* 
took  place.  *eem  in  thi*  ca*e  either  to  have  forgotten  or  ignoreil 
tiie  fact  tliat  the  epi*ode  oi  the  '  CxmI  Samaritan  '  was  a  para- 
ble .\  high  hill  was  pointed  out  to  us.  where  Elijah  hid  from 
.\l-..ib :  it  ovorlooketl  a  tremendous  gorge,  at  the  bottom  of  which 
wa*  the  F.rook  Cherith.  We  visited  the  ruin*  of  ancient  Jericho, 
wliere  a  few  remnants  *till  remain  "i  the  wall*,  which  fell  i!.,\vn 
at  the  blast  of  the  trumpets.  Tiiere  are  the  ruins  of  some 
houses,  one  of  which  is  *aid  to  be  that  of  Rahab.  who  sheltered 
tlie  spies.  Caleb  and  Joshua.  Elisha's  Fountain  is  s.ill  in  exi*t- 
ence.  and  is  authentic :  he  found  the  waters  bitter,  and  sweet- 
ened them  by  throwing  in  salt.  Not  very  far  off  towersthe 
lofty  height  of  tht-  "  Mount  of  the  Temptation.'  which  is  indeed 

■  an  exceeding  high  ntountain."  .\cros*  the  water  are  the  moun- 
tain* of  Moab  ami  Edom.  and  Pisgah :  beyond  again,  the 
height*  of  Xeb-x  where  Mose*  dietl.  after  *eeing  Canaan.

In  the  afternoon,  drove  out  to  the  Ivmian  JMirum.  which 
was  the  centre  r,\  the  ])olitical.  relii;iou<.  and  ~ociaI  life  of  Rome. 
\Vc  saw  the  ruins  of  the  Temiile  of  Julius  Caesar,  and  the  altar 
stones  (enclosed  hy  a  railint,M  on  which  his  hody  was  cremated 
after  hi-  a--a--iiiation.  1  was  tireatlx  interested  in  the  House 
of  'he  \es1al-.  and  -aw  tluT  -leei)in!,'  rooms,  and  the  lem])le 
where  thev  letided  the  sacred  fire.  ( herlookin,?  the  I'orum  are 
the  ruin-  of  Cali.mila's  Palace,  Seiuca"-  house,  and  the  Capitol. 
Walkin.L;  amon.t;>l  the  ruin-  of  the  I'-oruiu.  with  its  maj,miticent 
column-,  and  classic  precinct-,  we  came  to  the  Coliseum,  that 
.tjrandest  of  all  .u'rand  anti(|uities.  To  me,  althou,i;h  T  have  seen 
h  manv  time-,  it  is  always  far-cinatinfj.  associated  as  it  is  with 
the  jjol'den  days  of  the  empire,  and  the  tra,','edies  of  the  Arena, 
when  Christian-  were  thrown  to  the  lion-,  and  ma--acred  :  and 
i,dadiators  wxre  hutchered  'to  make  a  i\oman  holiday.'
